try in the Birmingham district wa* 
in full blast.

At one time during Hie year nig 
iron producers had as h'gh Us 100,000 
tons of metal stocked in their yard? 
with little market. Prices were goou 
early in the year and then hit a slump 
toward the middle of the year. The 
tatter part of 1925 saw the price be- ¡ 
gin a steady ’upward swing to the 
present level of $22 to |28 for num­ 
ber two foundry. 
The district has reached its highest 
po'nt in producing pig iron. Capac-ty 
of all blast furnaces is taxed and 
while the number of open hearth fur­ 
naces has been increased, 
thereby 
adding to the amount of steel output 
the quantity of pig iron cannot be 
increased until more blast furnaces 
have been blown In. 
The Gulf States Steel company at 
Gadsden will blow in three more open 
hearth furnaces in March in order to 
produce more steel.
